fEAIHIKG A HQRSE TO TBOT. 


A correspondent of the Turf; Field 


and Farm telli how he trained an old 
cavalry horse to trot. 
He was acous- 


,tom«d to "lope" and oonld not be made 
to understand what was required of 
him until a space of some 400 yards 
was measured off in a field, and he was 
ridden across this. Whenever he broke 
he was scolded, at onee turned about 
and again started from the starting 
point. If he troted aeross without break- 
ing, he was petted, fed lumps of sugar, 
apples or some other pleasant food. In 
this way he soon learned what was 
wanted, and made every effort to trot 
this distance in thi shortest time and 
became a horse of unusual speed. A 
somewhat similar plan was some years 
since set forth in a circular and sold at 
one dollar. 


We refer to thin now, not so much 


because of the desirability of having a 
horse to trot, as because the lesson 
taught can be applied in Very many 
ways. Teaching any domestic animals 
what is expected of them is of the 
greatest importance, If an animal knows 
that a specific duty is required, to bo 
followed by rest or reward, it will much 
more readily do what is expected than 
if it has no definite conception of what 
is before it. 


STILL FEEDING IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


—The York, Pa., Irue Democrat no- 
tioes the fact that two men are feeding 
upon the slop of a distillery 882 head of 
cattle io one stable, 240 feet square at 
Canton, Md. There are eighteen rows 
of stalls, with troughs running tbe 
whole length of the building. 
In each 


of these rows are chained 
forty-nine 


bead of cattle. At one end of the sta- 
ble are erected five tanks, each one 
holding nine thousand gallons of slop, 
which is supplied from an extensive 
distillery adjoining. 
At the other end 


of the building is erected a hay shed, 
120 feet long by 28 feet wide, holding 
60 tons of hay. 
The cattle are fed 


four times a day, three times with slop 
and once with hay, at a cost of $4,500 
a month. Tbe original cost of the cattle 
was $45,000. 


This is pretty well for Maryland, but 


we could point to a distillery firm in 
Central Illinois who have 1,100 cattle 
in the barracks fattening,and Texans at 
that.

The Pres- 
ident says: To say that lawlessness, 
turbulence and bloodshed have charac- 
terized the political affairs in Louisiana 
since itt organization under the recon- 
struction act is only to repeat what is 
well known as part of its unhappy his- 
tory. 
He refers to the election of '68 


and the bloody riots of '66 and '68 by 
which the Republican vote through 
fraud was reduced to a few thousand to 
show that the disorders there are not 
duo to recent acts of the Federal au- 
thorities. A conspiracy was formed to 
carry the election in 1872 against the 
Republicans and it was carried by glar 
,ing frauds and forgeries. Kellogg there- 
'upon brought suit against Warmoth. 
The President here reviews the injunc- 
tion proceedings against defendant in 
the case, which he denounces. 


He refers to the Fifteenth Amend, 


mcnt, to tho privileges granted by it to 
colored citizans and powers given to the 
United States court, also to tho act 
amendatory thereto, and considers the 
court had juiisdiction in the Kellogg- 
Warmoth case.

I. repeat 
that the task assumed by the troops is 
not a pleasant one to them ; that the 
army is not composed of lawyers, capa- 
ble of judging at a moment's notice of 
just as far as they can go in the main- 
tuimmce of law and order; and that it 
was ipipossible to gho specific instruc- 
tions providing for all possible contin- 
gencies that might arise. The troops 
were bcnnd to act upon their judg- 
ment.

head of deceased. 


This was the last witness called by the 


prosecution, and Mr. Crea announced 
the case closed in behalf of the People.

then called. 
Several were introduced 


who testified to the good character of 
.he prisoners in the neighborhood where
